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B HOUSE COMMITTEE 
VOTES APPROVAL 
OF ATLANTA BILLS 


Local Revenue - Raising 
Measures Backed by 
Entire Delegation After 
Water Rate Changes; 
Action Is Unanimous. 


FIVE-YEAR LIMIT 
PUT ON INCREASE 


Program Designed To 
Solve Municipal Finan- 
cial Woes Expected To 
Pass by Next Week. 


Passage of the Atlanta legislative 
program within 10 days was fore- 
seen yesterday following adoption 
of compromises that resuJted in the 
unanimous approval of the city pro- 
gram by the house municipal gov- 
ernment committee. - 

Composing their differences over 
the proposed increase in water 
rates by agreeing to an amendment 
limiting the increase to a period of 
five years, members of the Fulton 
and DeKalb delegations said they 
would rush the city program 
through the house and senate as 


rapidly as possible. 
If no further contention is 
aroused, the revenue-raising omni- 


bus bill and its companion bill con- 
taining the constitutional amend- 
ments affecting only Atlanta, could 
be passed and in the hands of the 
Governor for his consideration with- 
in a week. 

Unanimous Approval. 

The municipal government commit- 
tee of the house yesterday reported 
the revenue-raising bill out favorably 
with a unanimous vote after Helen 
Douglas Mankin, Fulton representa- 
tive, and Augustine Sams, DeKalb 
representative, agreed to withdraw 
their opposition when the five-year 
water rate limitation was consented 


to by Representatives William G. 
Hastings, Cicero Kendrick of Fulton, 
and Mell Turner, of DeKalb, all of 
whom are members of the house com- 
mittee. ; 

The adopted amendment provides 
that any increase placed upon the 
water rate shall automatically be tak- 
en off as of April 1, 1942, and that 
increases made by the city shall be 
uniform to all users. 

Sams and Mrs. Mankin insisted on 
the provision that the increase placed 
upon users of water outside the city 
limits shall be exactly the same ag, 
that on users inside the city limits. 
They pointed out that consumers out- 
side the city limits already pay dou- 
ble rate with a service charge. 

Can Start April 1. 

Under provisions of the section re- 
storing to the city the right to fix 
the water rate for five years, the pro- 
posed increase can be started as of 
April 1, 1937, if the program is ap- 
proved by the general assembly and 
the Governor. 

The Fulton and DeKalb delegations 
in the house plan to obtain the sec- 
ond reading on the omnibus bill today 
if possible and probably the third read- 
ing in the house can be given Satur- 
day, if the house meets, and on Mon- 
day if it does not. 

Thus, it seemed certain the omnibus 
bill would reach the senate either 
Monday or Tuesday. Three readings 
on different days are necessary in the 
upper house also. 

It was said that Senator Paul Lind- 
say of DeKalb, may offer opposition 
to the entire program or to certain 
phases of it when it reaches the senate. 

Curtails Program. 

The amendment adopted yesterday 
in the committee meeting will curtdil 
-~somewhat the financial program of the 
city as outlined by city officials in 
drawing up the dovetailing program 


designed to pay the city ont of debt, 


place it on a cash basis and maintain 
this basis through a change in the 
budget commission law forcing the 
commissioners to anticipate (over a 
period of years) less money each year 
than was actually received in the pre- 
ceding year. 

The revenue raising program in- 
cludes the water rate change, adjust-

Bullitt Accompanies

WASHINGTON, March 11.—<Ac- 
companied by a skeleton staff and the 
usual contingent of secret service 
operatives, newspapermen and photog- 
raphers, President Roosevelt departed 
this afternoon for a two weeks’ visit 
to Warm Springs. 

It will be the first time the Presi- 
dent has ‘visited his favorite health 
resort since the fall of 1935. Last year 
he was prevented from making his an- 


nual Thanksgiving sojourn to Geor- 
gia by his trip to South America. 

Arriving at Warm Springs tomor- 
row, Mr. Roosevelt planned to go di- 
rectly to the. “Little »White House” 
on Pine mountain,’ é6verlooking the 
foundation he . established some years 
ago for victims of infantile paralysis. 
While the length of his stay has not 
been definitely determined, . expecta- 
tions are that he will remain:in the 
state until the latter part of the 
month. 

The President’s party includes Mar- 
vin H. McIntyre, of the White House 
secretariat, and Mrs. James Roosevelt, 
wife of his olde £ son, who will act as 
bostess during the visit. Her husband. 
now a member of the White House 
secretarial staff, probably will join the 
party next week, and it is likely that 
Mrs. Roosevelt, the first lady, will be 
on hand before the stay is ended.

3 Known To Have Es- 
caped; No Hope Held for 
Others, Rescuer Asserts.

LOGAN, W. Va., March 11.—() 
Seventeen ment were trapped in old 
MacBeth mine tonight by an explo- 
sion which killed at least two men. 

Company officials announced the 
bodies of Joe Frye, motorman, and 
Troy McCoy, Frye’s brakeman, were 


found by rescue crews. 

E. L. Caryle, member of a rescue 
crew, said “there is no hope for the 
other 17 men” still trapped in mine. 

Caryle said “there is nod. air back 
where they are.” 

An official at the mine, scene of a 
disastrous blast last September 2, 
said, after receiving a few scant re- 
ports from the busy crews: 

“All we know now is that it is a 
pretty bad explosion, and we won't 
know for an hour or two whether 
any of the 17 men still in the mine 
are dead or alive.” 

Three Men Escape. 

Officials of the Hutchinson Coal 
Company, -which operates Macbeth, 
eight miles back over the hills from 
Logan, said three men escaped. They 
said one of them, John Butler, came 
out badly burned. 

Harold utchinson, son of the owner 
of the mine, reported: 

“The explosion occurred in the sec- 
ond west main of Macbeth, about two 
and three quarters miles from the 
drift mouth. It was four entries far- 
ther back than the scene of the Sep- 
tember 2 blast.” 

N. P., Rhinehart, chief of the state 
department of:mines, said at Charles- 
ton gas apparently caused the explo- 
sion, which was localized.

Alabama Wets Heartened 
As 24 Counties Vote Repeal 
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2 DEAD, 17 MISSING! 


Liquor Stores Aré Scheduled 
To. Open Before 
April 1. 


‘ BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 11.— 
(?)—Repeal of Alabama’s 22-year-old 
“bone-dry” law gare the wets another 
entering wedge in the south today and 
prospects of border oases furnished a 
new talking point for repealists in 
her dry © néighbors—Tennessee ‘and 
Georgia. 

Twenty-four of the state’s 67 coun- 
ties, on the basis of virtually com- 
plete unofficial tabulations, legalized 
sale of wine and liquor’ by state 
stores, and beer. by private dealers. 

Drys, however. with late rural re- 
turns trickling in gained rapidly in 
the state-wide vote total, which has no 
effect on the county results. Tabula- 
tion of unofficial returns from 2,056 
of the 2,202 boxes gave: 

For repeal, 95,721. 

Against repeal, 94,872. 

Remaining boxes, many of which 
were returned to county seats without 
counts being announced and will thus 
be unavailable until the official can- 
vass, were principally in dry commu- 
nities. 

While prohibitionists claimed they 
had won in the state-wide count, re- 
pealists declined to concede this point 
and awaited the official results. The 
election made legal in all counties the 
possession of liquor bought in _ the 
state stores, to be established only in 
counties with wet majorities. 

In Tennessee, one of the nation’s 
five remaining dry states, Representa- 
tive Lon S. Austin, repeal leader, 
termed prohibition enforcement “a 
joke” as the legislature of that state 
prepared for a fight on a legalization 
bill when it reconvenes May 5. 

Georgia repealists, in the midst of 
a legalization effort, took courage from 
Alabama's action. “Georgia is border- 
ed by .three wet states and anyone 
can get liquor just by crossing the 
state line,” Representative McNall, of 
Savannah, said. 

Five of Alabama’s wet counties bor- 
der Georgia, inclnding Russell, just 
across .the Chattahoochee river from 
Columbus. The others are Lee (Ope- 
lika), Barbour (Eufaula), Henry (Ab- 
beville) and Houston (Dothan).

Need for New Revenue 
To Finance Increase in 
State Expenditures Is 
Stressed by Speaker 
in Unexpected Speech,

Spurred on by an ‘address by 
Speaker Roy V. Harris, of the 
house, in which he declared a saleg 
tax or a gross receipts tax is inevie 
table should prohibition repeal fail ta 
pass, the general assembly yestere 
day began its study of the state tax 
Situation, with the senate voting to 
double the present $1.25 per bare 
rel tax on beer and the house vot- 
ing overwhelmingly for a tax on 
both domestic and imported wines. 

In his speech on the floor of the 
house, Speaker Harris revealed that 
the repeal bill, to which an-amend- 
ment providing for a state-wide ref- 
érendum on June 8 will probably 
be. added, may be taken up again 
Monday. Defeated on Tuesday, the 
bill was reconsidered Wednesday 
and. now lies at the foot of the 
house calendar under the control of 
the rules committee, which is domi- 
nated by Harris and other leaders of 
the Rivers administration. 
~ ‘Sponsors of the bills to double the 
beer tax and fo place a levy on wines 
declared the former will add $500,- 
000 a year to the state’s income and 
the latter will yield between $750,- 
000. and <$1,000,000 a year, all of 
which will go to finance the Rivers 
program for free school books. The 
house has yet to act on the beer in- 
crease which will bring the tax te 
$2.50 a gallon, while the senate must 
yet act on the wine tax. This levy 
would fix the tax on domestic wines, 
those manufactured in Georgia strict- 
ly of Georgia products, at 10 cents a 
gallon and those made outside the 
state at 60 cents a gallon. 

To Rush Appropriations. 

Speaker Harris also announced on 
the floor that the $20,000,000 general 
appropriations bill would be rushed 
through the house committee and pre- 
sented for action early next week. The 
committee met later in the day and 
began its study of the bill, Chairman 
William H. Key announcing he hoped 
to have it approved by Monday og 
Tuesday. 

The appearance of Harris on the 
floor came as a surprise. He spoke in 
support of the wine tax bill sponsored 
by Representatives Freeman, of Bibb 
county, and Carmichael, of Cobb 
county. 

“T can see no other alternative but 
a sales tax or a gross receipts tax if 
the liquor bill is not approved,” Speake 
er Harris said. “This is a warning. 
We have enacted legislation which 
will cost the state millions of dollars 
a year and it is up to this assembly te 
say where that money is coming 


from.” 
Would Be Ridiculous. — 

“If we go back without enacting @ 
tax program and an appropriations 
bill we will be ip a ridiculous posi- 
tion,” Harris continued. . 

“In my opinion it will take a 
doubling of the tax on beer and a 
reasonable tax on wine to finance the 
free school book program. 

“We have pending a tax on trucks 
and buses which should finance the 
rural route program. 

“We will have to raise four and @ 
kclf-miltién dollars to finance the

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TAKEN TO HIGH COURT 


Attack on Constitutionality 
Carried To U. S. Supreme 
Court by Atlantan. 


Nolen R. Breedlove, of Atlanta, 
took to the United States supreme 
court yesterday an attack on the con- 
stitutionality of the Georgia poll tax 
law. 

The law has been upheld by the 
Georgia supreme court. 


Arthur Garfield Hays, of counsel 
for the Civil Liberties Union, in his 
petition on behalf of Breedlove, told 
the court in Washington the poll tax 
law violated the fourteenth, fifteenth | 
and nineteenth amendments to the con- 
stitution. 

“The incidence of the poll tax falls 
upon the appellant much more heavil 
than on members of the opposite sex,” 
said the petition, “in that if he desires 
to register in a given year he must 
first pay all taxes accumulated dur- 
ing prior years in which he did not 
register at all, whereas the female 
voter is only required to pay the poll 
tax for the year in which she actually 
registers. This is wholly an arbi- 
trary and unreasonable classification 
contrary to the equal protection clause 
of the fourteenth amendment and also 
constitutes an abridgement of _ the 
right to vote by reason of sex, con- 
trary to the nineteenth amendment.” 

“The tax imposed is not levied or 
collected as is customary under other 
forms of tax legislation, through levy 
and pursuit,” the Hays petition con- 
tinued, “but is aimed directly toward 
restricting the right impecunious 
citizens to vote in national elections 
and otherwise. These laws deprive the 
majority of the poorer citizens of 
Georgia and other sections of the 
south of substantial economic, educa- 
tional and political privileges to which 
they were otherwise entitled, thus im- 
posing upon them an intolerable ty- 
ranny.”

Saint Patrick would certainly be a 
proud and mighty saint by this time 
if he had been privileged to attend 
all the affairs planned in his honor. 
Our holidays are celebrated in various 
ways but hardly a one passes without 
the serving of food in some manner. 
St. Patrick’s Day characters and 
symbols are made to order for the 
homemaker who wants to display her 
ingenuity. Green in foods is not at 
all difficult to find and such attrac- 
tive things can be made with olives, 
pickles, green cherries, and _ tinted 
cheése spreads. 

A good salad with appropriate ac- 
companiments is the sort of refresh- 
ment that will fit many occasions. 
It is ideal for a noonday luncheon 
or afternoon repast and is quite suf- 
ficient to serve at the end of an eve- 
ning of games and entertainment. This 
St. Patrick’s Day salad has _ been 
planned with an eye for ease in prep- 
aration also for its attractive color 
and flavor combinations. A jar of 
mayonnaise or salad dressing from 
your grocers will add just the neces- 
sary finishing touch to the salad. 

St. Patrick’s Day Salad. 

One package lime-flavored gelatin, 
1 cup dark red sweet cherries pitted, 
1 cup white sweet cherries pitted, 1 
to 2 cups cottage cheese. 

Prepare the lime gelatin as directed 
on package. Arrange the dark and 
light pitted cherries in a greased salad 
mold, pour part of the gelatin mixture 
over it and allow it to become firm 
before filling the remainder of the 
mold. This will hold the fruit in 
place. At serving time unmold the 
salad on a bed of lettuce and serve 
accompanied with either prepared 
salad dressing or mayonnaise, cottage 
cheese and garnish with green minted 
cherries. 

The sandwiches suggested with this 
are a delight with any fruit salad but 
they are especially attractive at this 
time when cut in the shape of sham- 
rocks. When they are made from 
gingerbread you will enjoy a new va- 
riety that will combine well with 
those made from white and whole 
wheat breads.

Gingerbread. 

One-half cup sugar, 1-2 cup butter 
or chicken fat (try out and clarify 
the chicken fat), 2 eggs well beaten, 
1 cup molasses, 1 teaspoon cinnamon, 
2 teaspoons — soda, 1-2 teaspoon 
ground cloves, 1-2 teaspoon ground 
ginger, 2 1-2 cups sifted flour, 1 cup 
boiling water. 

Cream the butter and add the sugar 
“ome tome blend well and add the 

eaten eggs and the molasses. Fold in 
the dry ingredients that have been 
sifted together. Add the hot water 
quickly and place batter in a_ well- 
greased baking pan. Bake at 350 de- 
grees for abdut 40 minutes. 


Open-Faced Shamrock Sandwiches. 

Cut sliced gingerbread in shamrock 
shapes and spread one side with any 
of the following fillings: Cream 
cheese flavored with crushed pineap- 
ple, chopped nut meats, chopped can- 
died ginger, chopped candied orange 
rind, chopped minted cherries or 
chopped dates. These spreads are at- 
tractive for St. Patrick’s Day when 
tinted green by the addition of a drop 
or two of vegetable coloring. The 
tops of the sandwiches may be gar- 
nished with nut meats and halves of 
green minted cherries. 


Here is another salad recipe: 


St. Pat’s Lenten Salad. 

Two packages lime-flavored gela- 
tin, 1 pint boiling water, 1 pint cold 
water, 10 medium-sized pear halves, 
pimento. 

Dissolve gelatin in boiling water and 
stir well. Add cold water, then put 
in ring mold and chill in refrigerator 
until mixture begins to thicken. Re- 
move from refrigerator. Place a stuffed 
olive in center of each pear half and 
a strip of pimento in groove from 
center to top of pear. Arrange pears 
in slightly thickened gelatin. Return 
te refrigerator and chill until set.

The 91-year-old veteran, the last sur- 
viving member of the famed Colquitt 
brigade, died of double pneumonia, 
which followed an attack of influ- 
enza. 

“Uncle Jimmy’s” spirited devotion 
to the south and the cause for which 
he fought had made him known all 
over the state. His long white hair

His reminiscences entertained old 
and young alike, one of his favorite 
and most touching stories being the 
death of Stonewall Jackson, who was 
accidentally shot by one of his own 
men. “Uncle Jimmyy” was on the 
picket line the night Jackson was 
fatally wounded and was stationed 
only a mile away from the spot where 
the general was shot. | 

The veteran is survived by one son, 
J. A. Jordan, of Jacksonville, who ar- 
rived here yesterday two hours before 
his father died. 

Precedence will be broken at the 
Somliers’ Home today for “Uncle 
Jimmy,’ who expressed the wish that 
his body remain at the home until 
time for burial. His wish will be ful- 
filled, according to Mrs. Mary Goude- 
lock, superintendent of the home. The 
body will lie in state in the chapel of 
the home until his comrades pay him 
final tribute with services at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon, giving him an honor 
never conferred on any other veteran.

TWO ARE CONVICTED

Three Yet To Face Trial;

The end of the affair of Wendel, a 
fantastic offshoot to the Lindbergh 
crime, is. still to come, however. 

Weiss, Schlossman and Murray 
Bleefeld, who pleaded guilty at the 
first trial, are yet to be sentenced. 
Judge Fitzgerald set no date for that 
matter. The kidnaping penalty in 
New York state runs from 20 years 
to life, 

The two men pictured by both de- 
fense and prosecution as the central 
villains of Wendel’s abduction—Ellis 
Parker, a Burlington county (New 
Jersey) detective, and his son, Ellis 
Jr., have not been brought to trial 
here because Governor Hoffman, of 
New Jersey, refused to permit their 
extradition. 

The prosecution claimed the five 
seized Wendel and by cruelty forced 
him to admit a came he had not com- 
mitted—the Lindbergh abduction— 
thus giving the convicted kidnaper, 
— Hauptmann, a brief lease on 
life. 

The defense said it would appeal.

U.S. CREDIT 1 URGED 
FOR CONSUMER GROUPS 


President’sCommissionMakes 
Long-Awaited Report on 
Co-operative Movements. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—(P)— 
President Roosevelt’s commission on 
co-operatives has recommended that 
consumers banding together to obtain 
lower prices be assured ‘the same cred- 
it which is available to business and 
to farmers’ co-operatives. 

This was revealed tonight with 


publication of the commission’s long- 
awaited report on an exhustive study 
of the co-operative movement in Eu- 


rope. 

It disclosed a wide difference of 
@pinion among the members as to the 
future of the co-operative movement 
in this country. Some predicted a 
great development; others foresaw 
serious stumbling blocks; several 
warned that “high pressure’ promo- 
tion of the movement by the govern- 
ment or others would lead to graft 
and failure. 

The publicity staff of the Works 
Progress Administration, which dis- 
tributed copies of the report to the 
press, issued a statement saying that 
the commission transmitted these rec- 
ommendations separately to the Presi- 
dent : 


service co-operatives in the United 
States be made. 

2. That an agency be established or 
designated to give information, re- 
search and advisory service to con- 
sumers’ co-operatives. 

3. That steps be taken to assure 
consumer co-operatives “credit par- 
ity.” 

Ania of the recommenda- 
tions came as a surprise to some ob- 
servers in view of the fact that one 
commission member—Jacob Baker, 
former assistant WPA administrator 
—said recently there probably would 
be none. 

In its report. the commission said 
it found that European co-operatives 
keep down retail margins by low cap- 
ital costs, large volume of trade, lower 
executive salaries, standardized goods 
and mass buying.

Hope that Atlanta will have track- 
less trolleys over the entire city as a 
solution to a great part of its traffic 
ste oe Was expressed yesterday by 

ayor Hartsfield as the public works 
committee of city council gave its ap- 
proval to the plan of the Georgia 
Power Company to install the new 
type trolley-busses on lines to Fast 
Point, College Park and Hapeville by 
May. 

The mayor said he had observed 
trackless trolleys in other cities and 
was impressed by the manner in which 
they facilitated movement of traffic 
on crowded streets. 

Jackson Dick, Georgia Power Com- 
pany official, told the committee that 
the proposal to substitute the trolley- 
busses for street cars between Atlanta 
and Hapeville, College Park and East 
Point, “is the first of a series of mod- 
ernization plans being made by the 
company.’. He estimated substitution 
for this new line alone would cost ap- 
proximately $400,000. 

Change Sanctioned. 

The public works committee, 
which Councilman George Lyle is 
chairman, gave its sanction to a 
change in the proposed routing of the 
suburban line. The power company 
now plans to make a loop by going 
from Marietta street down Broad to 
Mitchell and thence to Forsyth and 
on to Trinity, across the Peters street 
bridge to Whitehall and thus to Lee 
street by Gordon street. The return 
would be made by the same route to 
Forsyth street and then on to Ma- 
rietta and Broad. 

The plan to use Spring street and 
the Union Station plaza for an out- 
trip over Forsyth street was aban- 
doned because the company was not 
allowed use of the plaza by a railroad 
company. The petition and the pro- 
posed change will be brought up in 
council Monday.

$300 Tax Exemption on Furniture,

If the senate approves the 
homestead exemption the two, amend- 
ments will be ready for the voters. 
They are te be submitted in the June 
8 general election. 

Meanwhile, another phase of the 
Rivers’ program received a setback 
when an announcement was made by 
the soci.l security board in Wash- 
ington that no grants could be made 


to counties to carry on a social secur-/|s 


ity program until the constitutional 
amendment, already approved by the 
assembly, is approved by the people 
on June 8. The Governor had hoped 
to obtain immediate grants.

(/)—Somewhat ‘surprised at national 
interest in their plans, Seminole coun- 
ty election officials completed arrange- 
ments today’ for the first vote in the 
nation March 19 on President Roose- 
velt’s judicial’ plan. 
™~ “T have been swamped with letters, 
much to my surprise,” said Joe John- 
son Jr:, 25-year-old farmer and chair- 
man of the Seminole County Democrat- 
ic committee. 

“Letters come from everywhere, 
but mostly from Georgia. Some of the 
folks,” he said with. a grin, “even 


want a ballot to cast, but of course 
we can’t have that.” 

Johnson said interest in Seminole 
county, an agricultural county in ex- 
treme southwest Georgia, was* about 
as great as it was in 1936 when the 
county held an unofficial “presidential 
preference primary” with Roosevelt 
and then-Governor Talmadge as candi- 
dates. Roosevelt won, 661:to 120. Tal- 
madge, a critic of the New Deal, had 
been mentioned at that time by his fol- 
lowers as a possible presidential can- 
didate, “and we thought we would 
put him in the race, whether he liked 
it or not,” said Johnson. 

“I am very frank to say,” said 
Johnson, originator of the judicial 
election plan, “that I am an admirer 
of the President’s, but this is going 
to be a fair election. Every register- 
ed voter, whether Democrat or Repub- 
lican, white or colored, will be able 
to vote. There are 1,192 registered 
voters. I would judge there are 75 
or 100 Republicans in the county. 

“But there is opposition to the. Pres- 
ident’s plan in our county outside 
of the Republicans. The lawyers don’t 
like the reorganization idea a bit. And 
the brother of our Congressman Gene 
Cox, who is leading opposition to the 
plan in the house, lives in Donalson- 
ville. He-is R. L. Cox. 

“Of course, I don’t know how the 
county will vote. But if the President's 
plan wins out, I think Seminole coun- 
ty will go down in history as the first 
county in. the nation. to .express. it- 
self.” : 

Johnson said most letters expressed 
approval of the election idea, but dif- 
fered as to merits of the President’s 
plan. ‘ 

Polls will open at 8 a. m. and close 
at 3 p. m., central standard time, 
everywhere except Donalsonville, 
where the voting will continue until 
6 p. m. 

Johnson said “everybody in town 
was talking about the President’s 
court plan, and I got interested in it. 
One day we had an all-day pow wow 
of businessmen, farmers and county of- 
ficials, and decided to call the elec- 
tion, The county Democratic commit- 
tee was called to act and it approved 
the idea unanimously.

President Roosevelt has come 
back to Georgia for his annual 
spring vacation at Warm Springs, 
and a state full of good neighbors 
greets him with an affection that 
rises above political considerations. 

All Georgians will rejoice that 
Mr. Roosevelt finds it again pos- 
50/ sible to refresh himself in the heal- 
ing waters to which he has given a 
world-wide fame. It is no less 
gratifying to realize that the Presi- 
dent is revisiting a community 
where he finds himself so much at 
home and at ease, 

He could not altogether leave of- 
ficial cares behind him. But it is 
to be hoped that during this ab- 
sence from the Washington environ- 
ment he will be sufficiently relieved 
of the nagging demands and clamors 
of the capital to relish a genuine 
holiday. : 

Spring is early this year, tread- 
ing upon the heels of an easy-going 
winter. The countryside of which 
the President is so fond is already 
blooming as though the vernal sea- 
son were far advanced. It is a time 
of fresh, proud beauty, delighting 
the soul of the nature lover, par- 
ticularly if he be a President escap- 
ing for a brief respite from the tur- 
moil of the political scene.

ALABAMA SHOWS THE WAY 

The victory of the repeal forces 
in the Alabama election Wednesday 
adds another southern state to the 
list of those which have abandoned 
the disastrous experiment with pro- 
hibition. Now only Georgia, Mis- 
sissippi and Tennessee in the south 
continue to stick to laws that have 
proven unenforceable—and it is ap- 
parent that Tennessee within the 
next few weeks will also join the 
ranks of the states that have seen 
the light with regard to the liquor 
traffic. 

Every possible effort to block re- 

peal in the Alabama legislature was 
made by zealous dry leaders who 
based their stand on the claim that 
the sentiment of the state was over- 
whelmingly in favor of the contin- 
uance of prohibition. Even when 
legislation had been passed calling 
for local option elections in every 
county in the state, these misguided 
dry zealots proclaimed that there 
was no chance for any county to 
go wet except the two in which 
Montgomery and Mobile are lo- 
cated. Even in Birmingham, the 
largest city in the state, it was 
claimed the dry victory would be 
overwhelming. 
_ Almost complete reports from the 
state show that Birmingham voted a 
Smashing majority for repeal, while 
many other counties, both urban 
and rural, also voted to abandon the 
fetish of prohibition.

It is in these counties, 
as in Georgia, that the “moonshine” 
trade in Alabama is centered. With 
the bootleggers, the moonshiners, 
and the merchants from which the 
illicit liquor makers buy their ma- 
terials, all voting against repeal it 
is no wonder that the “dry vote” 
piled up in this area. 

The defeat of repeal in the Geor- 
gia referendum was due to the same 
cause. 


OUR PUBLIC INDEBTEDNESS 

In a tentative statement of treas- 
ury operations for 1936, State Audi- 
tor Wisdom reports that the indebt- 
edness of Georgia handed down 
from the reconstruction period has 
been reduced to $4,073,702.17. 
The amount still owing to the coun- 
ties for highway construction and 
to be paid at the rate of $2,657,- 
477.33 annually out of state high- 
way funds is $21,259,818.68. To 
this $2,115,000 is to be added as 
a fixed debt against rentals of the 
W. & A. railroad pledged through 
1943. The total indebtedness of 
the state of Georgia therefore is 
$27,448,520.85. 

The per capita indebtedness of 
Georgia is about niné dollars. As 
compared to North Carolina, a state 
of approximately the same size, this 
debt is small. As of June 30, 1932, 
the state debt of North Carolina 
was $164,533,606. 

But local indebtedness in Geor- 
gia is rather large. As of Decem- 
ber 31, 1931, the total amount owed 
by the counties, cities, school dis- 
tricts and other civil divisions was 
$93,897,040. If the amount of 
$26,574,773.30 assumed by the 
State is deducted, the net amount 
will be %67,322,266.70, or about 
$22 per capita.

Nonintervention. 


Italian troops, it is reported, are 
still arriving in Spain for the sup- 
port of General Franco’s offensive 
against Madrid, which, it is expécted, 
will reach its highest intensity before 
many days are over. Whether this 
drive against the capita] will be the 
Insurgent chief's final effort. remains 
to be seen. It will certainly be his 
supreme effort. for his chances have 
never been better than at present. He 
has, the dispatches inform ns, a huge 
and perfectly equip army on hand 
and has nearly 30, Italians in re- 
serve. 

One grows a little wary about fig- 
ures in the Spanish civil war and 
especially about the alleged continua- 
tion of Italian troops landing. If 
Italian troops were really landing 
these days, France wétld undoubted- 
ly be heard from. The French gen- 
eral staff and its chief general Game- 
lin have decided long ago that Spain 
is not going to be turned into a Ger- 
mano-Italian military base upon 
France's southern border. Both the 
French general staff and the prime 
minister of France, M. Leon Blum, 
want the Loyalists to win, albeit for 
entirely different reasons. 

\M. Blum is naturally a friend of 
the Spanish popular front government. 
Yet he does not desire intervention by 
French divisions on the side of the 
Loyalists, because he believes that a 
people must settle its own affairs. 
Victories carried in the van of for- 
eign armies have never been perma- 
nent in history. Yet M. Blum’s desire 
to abstain from intervention would 
soon be overridden by the French ar- 
my command if it were really estab- 
lished that Mussolini continues to land 
troops. It may therefore be safely 
assumed that the landing of Italian 
treop is as much of a myth as those 
previous stories about large masses of 
Russian soldiers landing and fighting 
in Spain. 


Ferocious Eating. 


Mr. Ford Madox Ford, the dis- 
tinguished novelist, expressed the be- 
lief the other day that the world’s 
ills are due to improper dieting. He 
said that humanity is eating itself 
into distrust and war. All that is 
needed to correct the evil, it seems 
therefore, is a quick supply of good 
cooks. Mr. Ford informed the mem- 
bers of the Gourmet Society that in- 
ternational distrust stemmed from a 
suspicion on the part of one nation 
that another nation was enjoying bet- 
ter food. The discussion indicates the 
importance of the cook. He is re- 
vealed to us in the light of an in- 
ternational diplomat, whose job it is 
to keep the world at peace. Not the

HEALTH TALKS

Most victims of the cri, especially 
when coryza or rhinitis or obstruc- 
tion of the nasal passages and run- 
ning at the nose are the main symp- 
toms. like to use one or another local 
remedy which shrinks the swollen, 
congested mucous membrane and re- 
lieves for a while the stopped-up 
feeling in the head. 

Whether such remedy is powerful 
or mild in action, whether it is pre- 
scribed or applied by the physician 
or purchased and used by the victim 
on suggestion of the manufacturer or 
vendor, the general effect is the same, 
The medicament stimulates the yaso- 
constrictors, the sympathetic nerves 
which regulate the caliber of the 
blood vessels, the blood vessels con- 
tract and at the same time the invol- 
untary muscle fiber in the mucous 
membrane contract, the nasal PASse 
sages open up and breathing is more 
comfortable and there is less running 
at the nose for a while. 

But this drug action is limited in 
duration. In from a few minutes to 
an hour, depending on the drug used 
and the strength of the solution, 
comes the reaction, relaxation or let- 
down of the vasoconstrictors or Vaso- 
motors, a slacking of tone in the mu- 
cous membrane, and return of con 
gestion and stuffiness rather more 
pronounced than before. Obviously 
another shot of the dope is required, 
and a stronger one, if possible. Many 
a victim actually carries on like that, 
and some victims eyen continue using 
the local remedy long after the acute 
attack is over, trying to make them- 
selves believe it may tend to ward off 
subsequent attacks. Certainly the 
use of such remedies greatly aggra- 
vate the original symptoms in many 
eases. Anything that shrinks swollen, 
congested or inflamed mucous mem- 
branes should be regarded rather as 
an emergency remedy to be resorted 
to only for relief of great distress. 


The congestion and swelling and 
consequent stuffiness or obstruction 
of nasal passages in acute cri are 
part of nature's battle with the in- 
vading germs. When such symptoms 
occur, with feverishness and malaise, 
that is, when there is actually a fresh 
illness or infection, leucocytes (white 
blood corpuscles, scavenger cells, 
phagocytes) pass through the wails 
of the finest capillary channels inte 
the tisenes where they ingest and de- 
stroy large numbers of the invading 
germs.

The answer to that is easy. f 
The answer is that Communism 
will never get to first base in tae 
United States because it is strictly a 
foreign article and identified with 
atheism. On the other hand, there is 


a good deal of native Fascism in the 


American makeup and a strong re- 
ligious and, chivalrous strain. The 
chivalry is somewhat juvenile in that 
it sometimes goés out to avenge an 
insult just for ‘a workout, knowing 
that no such insult ever was offered. 

The tendency toward Fascism has 
been demonstrated many times in 
vigilante movements of various kinds 
such as the Ku Klux, the Knights of 
Luther, the Silver Shirts and the 
Black Legion. 

If the late Ku Klux had grown big 
enough to elect a president and a con- 
gress it might have gone ahead to 
pack the supreme court and then pass 
laws to revoke the citizenship and cen- 
fiscate the property of all the Amer- 
icans in the three groups which it 
held to be un-American, ‘This would 
have required some distortion of the 
constitution, but Fascism makes its 
own constitution, so that would have 
been no problem at all. The danger 
of Fascism is that it is insidious. It 
employs religions as a stooge and Com- 
munism as a punching dummy in re- 
gions where even the poorest people 
would tar and feather a Communist 
agitator on the ground that he must 
be there to advocate sexual promis- 
cuity and the burning of the churches. 
Some Communists try to argue that 
the special brand of Communism 
which has been created for the Amer- 
ican market is not atheistic and would 
let religion be. But it is too late to 
sell that bill of goods in the United 
States. 

Any good, dramatic tub-thumper 
with a low-down, us-folks way of 
speaking can pick up a following just 
by claiming that he wants right-think- 
ing American volunteers to rally round 
the cross of the Savior and drive out 
the infidel.

It wants Rus- 
sian Communism, and to the great 
mass of Americans that means any 
whiskered foreigner with weevils in 
his beard, a “ski” on the end of his 
name and the blood of American Co- 
eds on his hands can have his way 
of any American woman. That is the 
thing which the American naturally 
will fight to the death, and that and 
atheism make it too easy for Fascist 
organizers to rouse the patriots from 
time to time.

This Friday evening, if weather 
permits, Venus will be seen burning 
in the western skies with a brilliance 
unexampled in 20 months of moons 
gone or to come, according to this 
column’s astronomer extraordinary, 
Mr. Walter Greene.

It is comforting in these days of

Our friend, Dr. B. F. Ashe, pres- 
ident of the University of Miami, had 
an interesting talk with Cuban Dic- 
tator Batista in Havana the other 
day. The subject was the proposed 
establishment of a Pan-American In- 
stitute tut in course of the talk Dr. 
Ashe asked Colonel Batista about the 
much-mooted taking ovér of rural 
schools in Cuba by the army. The 
latter denied emphatically that this 
was a Fascist move, pointing out that 
the army teachers were ordered to 
limit themselves to educational sub- 
jects without emphasis on any par- 
ticular political idea. The principal 
reason for the system, he said, was 
that in many sections of Cuba living 
conditions are so poor that it was 
hard to get civilian teachers to stay 
on their jobs. By enlisting as army 
sergeants in the reserve corps a num- 
ber of men chosen from normal 
schools and universities and sending 
them into these sections under mili- 
tary discipline, a continuous instruc- 
tion and aid for the children and the 
adult illiterates is assured, he says.

Rome Reaffirms Her Pledge 
To Abide by 1925 Locarno 
Treaty. 


BRUSSELS, Belgium, March 11.— 
(?)—Italy informed Belgium today 
she will guarantee Belgium against 
aggression by any other nation with- 
out requiring the Brussels’ govern- 
ment to give a similar guarantee to 
Rome. 


Under the 1925 Locarno treaty for 
western European security, France 
and Germany agreed to commit no 
aggression in Belgium and Great Bri- 
tian and Italy gave assurances they 
would see that the accord was en- 
forced. 

Germany, in remilitarizing the 
Rhineland last March, denounced the 
Locarno pact. Britain and France 
came forward with new declarations 
that they would maintain Belgium’s 
independence late last year, and Italy 
added hers today. 

German foreign office sources indi- 
cated in Berlin today that the reich 
would make no reservations concern- 
ing a new general western European 
peace agreement if “one-sided” mili- 
tary alliances are ended. 


In that case, they said, Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler would be willing to 
guarantee the independence of Bel- 
gium, Switzerland and The Nether- 
lands. Their remarks were in con- 
nection with German preparation of 
a reply to Great Britain’s note of 
last year on a possible new western 
European accord. 

Presumably one of Germany’s ob- 
jections is to the Franco-Belgium 
military agreement for mutual de- 
fense. Another pact which Germany 
dislikes is the mutual assistance 
treaty between France and Soviet 
Russia.

in Tennessee.” It would subject dis- 
tillers to a $1,000 annual privilege 
tax; $500 on wholesalers, and $250 
on retail dealers. 

Liquor could be merchandised in 
sealed packages only by licensed 
stores. Bar drinking would be per- 
mitted in private clubs with a bona 
fide membership of 50 or more and 
in reputable hotels having more than 
100 rooms. 

Under the local option feature liq- 
uor would be legalized in the state 
at large, with counties and municipali- 
ties privileged to exclude liquor in 
local referenda authorized on petition 
of 25 per cent of the registered voters. 

Control would be supervised by a 
three-man state liquor board. 

The referendum bill was  intro- 
duced by Representative J. ©. Jack- 
son, Democrat, Maury county. It 
would authorize a state-wide vote on 
+ $e six days after passage of the 
act. 

One of the most vigorous advocates 
of the repeal measure is Speaker of: 
the House Walter M. (Pete) Haynes, 
who swung over to: the wet ranks after 
long champidning p#ohibition. 

Recently addressing the Davidson 
County (Nashville) Young Demo- 
cratic Club, Haynes said:

“The question is whether we will 
have a legalized traffic in the sun- 
light where it can be regulated and 
honestly controlled, or shall continue 
a bootleg system in Tennessee.

It appears to be generally acknow!l- 
edged that wine and liquor are sold 
more or less openly throughout the 
state, and that the legal authorities 
now established are inadequate to 
se effectively the prohibition 
aw.” 
Just before the legislature recessed 
last week, the senate rejected an ad- 
ministration amendment to the general 
revenue bill which in effect would 
have imposed a $50 privilege tax 
against bootleggers without giving 
them legal status. The measure was 
defeated on motion of Senator Fletch- 
er Morgan, of Chattanooga, who in- 
sisted it would be equally as incongru- 
ous as legalizing grand larceny. 

Morgan introduced a bill to legalize 
light wine the same day. The meas- 
ure is expected to be enacted with lit- 
tle opposition. 

Liquor has been contraband in Ten- 
nesse for 28 years, although 3.2 per 
cent beer was legalized in 1933. The 
legal alcoholic content was increased 
to 5 per cent in 1935. 

State Dry Since 1909. 

A senate bill by Robert L. Lindsey, 
of Coal Creek, which would prohibit 
sale of beer within 500 feet of any 
school, church, or filling station, has 
been pending more than a month, but 
is not expected to be called up for 
final action. 


State prohibition became effective 
in Tennessee July 1, 1909, after the 
legislature [pe the measure over 
Governor Malcolm R. Patterson’s 
veto. There was no referendum on 


the question. Before and after that 
two referenda have been held on the 
question, both resulting in wet ma- 
jorities. in 1887, the people rejected 
a constitutional amendment to pro- 
hibit whisky by a vote of 117,504 to 
145,197. In 1933, the people voted 
to repeal the 18th amendment to the 
United States constitution by a vote 
of 126,983 to 119,870, 
Dry Leaders Confident.

Twenty of the 34 south Alabama 
counties were in the repeal column, 
including all five of those touching 
wet Florida.

Only Tennessee on the northern 
boundary remained in the dry column 
to keep Mississippi company. 

Governor Hugh White. a militant

comment on Alabama. 

The Governor has already declared 
that “something must be done” about 
the whisky situation in Mississippi. 

Violations, he said. “are rampant 
in many counties.” and with Alabama 
joining the wet column of states, the 
situation in Mississippi becomes more 
acute as far as enforcement is con- 
cerned. 

Thirty-two of Mississippi’s 82 
counties border on wet states. Twelve 
of the number border on Alabama, 10 
on Louisiana. and 10 on Arkansas. 

Governor White obtained authority 
from the legislature several months 
ago to use the national guard in en- 
forcing the prohibition and gambling 
laws in Mississippi in counties where 
local officers signify they are unable 
to cope witb the situation. 

One dry foray has been made by 
the guard—that in Rankin county 
across the river from Jackson.

PARTY LEADERS ATTACK 
JAPANESE MINISTER 

TOKYO, March 11.—(4)—Foreign 
Minister Naotake Sato’s explanation of 
Japan's new policy of friendship for 
China tonight drew the fire of two 
major party leaders and warnings to 
the government that it faces grave 
danger from all sides. 

The diet listened in silence as Dr. 
Hitoshi Ashida, publisher and Seiyu- 
kai leader, led the attack. Sato, mak- 
ing his second foreign policy speech 
in the parliament, was heckled fre- 
quently. 

“We are at the momentous cross- 
roads between peace and war,” said 
Dr. Ashida, president of the Japan 
Times, an English language news- 
paper. 

Sato was greeted with laughter, 
when, discussing a Sino-Japanese 
deadlock, he said “if China rejects 
Japan's policy, we must wait patient- 
ly until China changes its attitude.” 

Yusuke Tsumuri, of the Minseito, 
largest political party, joined in the 
attack on Sato. 

Referring to relations with the 
United States, Tsumuri declared the 
most urgent issue was that of naval 
disarmament and what he called the 
“dangerous” situation in the Pacific. 


PARLEY OPENS TODAY 
FOR FLOOD CONTROL 


Representatives of 23 States 
To Meet in St. Louis; 
Tentative Plan Ready. 


ST. LOUIS, March 11.—()—A 
resolutions committee paved the way 
for a conference tomorrow of repre- 
sentatives of 28 “flood bowl” states 
by approving a comprehensive. plan 
today for checking the destructive 
tendencies of the nation’s rivers. 

In tentative draft for submission 
to the conference, resolutions drawn 


by the committee set out these prin-| 


cipal objectives: 

Complete federal financing of any 
roposal to curb floods, except for 
ocal contributions to acquire rights- 
of-ways for levees, to revamp sewer 
systems and to install flood pumps. 

Immediate appropriation by con- 
gress of adequate funds to finance res- 
ervoirs, floodways, spillways and oth- 
er control works authorized in the 
Overton and Copeland-Wilson acts. 
These acts call for ultimate expendi- 
tures of $582,000,000. 

Enlargement. of the federal flood 
control program to include such re- 
lated problems as reforestation and 
control of soil erosion, 

Continuation of the Dnited States 
army engineers’ corps in charge of 
the construction, maintenance and op- 
eration of flood control projects, 


TOBACCO MEN PLANTING 


NEAR-RECORD ACREAGE! 


WASHINGTON, March 11,—()— 
Agriculture Department officials said 
today burley tobacco growers are busy 
planting a near-record acreage, with 
no prospect of state compacts or new 
federal legislation to control produc- 
tion this year.

Association. 

Elaborating on the new challenge 
to the Progressive Miners of America, 
President Ray Edmundson, of the Ili- 
nois U. M. W. A. organization de- 
clared : 

“We will use every agency at our 
command to have the operators deal 
solely with us.” 

Since 1932, when a split in the U. 
M. W. A. ranks resulted in the forma- 
tion of the P. M. A.. the ttvo groups 
have warred intermittently. Twelve 
men wer killed in Christian county 
alone, 23 coal trains were bombed. 

The U. M. W. A. committee, claim- 
ing to represent “the overwhelming 
majority” of miners, also asked wage 
increases, a six-hour day and a five- 
day week. ; 

The demands — corrésponding to 
those recently served on the Appala- 
chian operators by the Lewis union 
—included an increase of 50 eents a 
day for day wage workers, lifting the 
basic scale from $5.50 to $6; a flat 
increase of 15 cents a ton in the cut- 
ting and loading rate with 13 cents 
more for loaders and two for cutters; 
an increase of 25 cents a ton for pick 
miners and a 20 per cent raise for 
yardage and “dead” workers; time 
and a half for overtime and double 
time for Sundays and holidays; an 
annual minimum of 200 days employ- 
ment and two weeks’ vacation with 
pay.

required to make the deposit equal to; 


2 per cent of their gross annual pre- 
miums derived from business written 
in Georgia up to the $25,000 maxi- 
mum. 

A provision in the bill gives policy- 
holders a preferred claim on the as- 
sets of companies being liquidated by 
receivership or otherwise. 

The bill was introduced in the 
house by Representative Welsch, of 
Cobb county.

IN EMPIRE'S. HISTORY 
OUTLINED BY BRITAIN 


England To Have Under 
Construction 148 New Ships 
by End of Year. 


LONDON, March 11.—()—Great 
Britain unfolded today the outline of 
one of the ssislitiest™ naval building 
programs in history and dropped a 
warning hint of the power she. will 
hold—particularly in the Mediterra- 
nean 

While Premier Benito Mussolini, of 
Italy, cruised proudly to Libya at the 
head of his fleet, Sir Samuel Hoare, 
first lord of the British admiralty, 
told the house of commons secret 
plans already were laid to repel any 
attack “in narrow seas.’ 

The first lord minced no words an- 
notincing Great Britain’s resolve to 
protect the world trade routes of the 
empire and maintain her power in 
both hemispheres. 


Pointed at Italy. 

Many observers believed Sir Sam- 
uel’s remarks were pointed primarily 
at Italy, as an answer to British 
fears Italy might some day seek to 
cut the empire lifeline through the 
Mediterranean. 

He told commons that, by the end 
of the year, Great Britain would have 
under construction “the remarkable 
number” of 148 new warships. 

Introducing the 1937 naval esti- 
mates, Sir Samuel said they call for 
80 more new ships—above those al- 
ready authorized—at a cost of $525.- 

225.000. Among them, he said, will 
be five capital ships, four aircraft 
carriers and 17 cruisers, 

Gesture of Friendship. 

He warned, if Britain allowed more 
time to pass before launching fully 
into the naval phase of her five-year, 
$7,500,000.000 defense program, she 
would find herself ‘in a position of 
serious weakness in the face of naval 

wers that have been building new 
battleships for some years.” 

Sir Samuel made a_ gesture of 
friendship to the UWnited States and 
to Germany, Britain’s great pre-war 
naval rival, in presenting the vast 
estimates. 

“Now and henceforth.” he proclaim- 
ed, “there can be no rivalry between 
the American and British navies. Nor 
can there be any race between German 
and British naval armaments.

American’ Federation 
of Labor Head. . 


Telegrams to William Green, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor, were sent yesterday by Dick 
Hudson, president of the Building 
Trades Council, and by J. A. Harper, 
president, and George F. Haney, sec- 
retary, of the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades. 

The message sent by Harper and 
Haney took exception to portions of 
the message sent by Hudson, and was 
as follows: 

“The Atlanta Federation of Trades 
at its regular meeting March 10, 1937, 


adopted the following motion: That 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades go 
on record as approving the mandates 
and laws of the American Federation 
of Labor, and that all affiliates aid- 
ing or assisting any dual movement, 
are hereby directed to cease such aid 
or assistance at once or withdraw 
from this body. 

“To the amazement of our organi- 
zation we find a story in today’s 
press, containing copies of telegram 
to you, from a delegate to the fed- 
eration which is utterly without foun- 
dation. Not a single delegate spoke 
against the above motion, but to the 
contrary, several of the delegates men- 
tioned spoke in favor of the motion. 
It is apparent that self publicity and 
creation of fiction can be the only 
motive for sending a wire to you, 
which does gross injustice to delegates 
named. Party sending wire has dis- 
rupted local building trades council. 
This only one of many attempts to 
foment trouble in the local movement. 
There is no division in the local Jabor 
movement except in the building 
trades, which has been caused entire- 
ly by party sending wire. We re- 
spectively on this point to Presidents 
Hutchenson, Bates and Tracy. And 
we will welcome any investigation of 
the entire situation which you desire 
to make,” 

The Hudson telegram follows: 

“Following motion made by the vice 

resident of the Atlanta Building 
[rades Council and adopted by ma- 
jority vote of the Atlanta Federation 
of Trades at their regular meeting last 
night: “That Atlanta Federation of 
Trades go on record as approving the 
mandates and laws of the A. F. of L 
and that all affiliated locals aiding 
and assisting any dual movement is di- 
rected to cease such assistance or 
withdraw from the body.’ 
_“Strenuous opposition to this mo-

“Another motion by officials of

Standing of Atlanta in Southeast 


Subject of Cham 


ber’s New Booklet 


Atlanta, leading the 10 largest cit- 
ies of the southeast in the return to 
prosperity, topped its rivals last year 
in bank clearings, bank resources and 
postal receipts, it was revealed yes- 
terday with the latest issue of Facts 
and Figures About Atlanta, published 
by the Industrial Bureau of the Cham- 


ber of Commerce. 

Atlanta also established its highest 
record in building permits, bank clear- 
ings and postal receipts since 1930. 
Atlanta’s postal receipts, holding nine- 
teenth place in the nation in 1936, 
totaled $4,720,257.29, with bank clear- 
ings for the same period reaching $2,- 
601,000,000, almost $200,000,000 
greater than the bank clearings of 
Dallas, Texas, the next highest city. 

Building permits here last year 
soared to $4,422,223, an increase of 
nearly $2,000,000 over 1935. 

Homes in Atlanta increased from 
49,523 in 1920 to 69,267 in 1935. At- 
lanta has 47 prominent office build- 
ings, with a total rental area of 2,- 
748,619 square feet. 

Atlanta is the first city in the Unit- 
ed States in office space per capita, 
according to the booklet. 

With its abundant train, bus and 
plane service, Atlanta holds a favored 
place as a convention city, the book- 
let crediting the city with an aver- 
age of six a week during the past 
year. 

Communications facilities in Atlan- 
ta are outstanding. The city is rated 
as the largest telephone center in the 
south, the third largest telegraph cen- 
ter in the world and the third Ameri- 
can city in air mail volume and serv- 
ice, averaging 13 tons of air mail a 


month.

some of the larger bus and truck 
operators had agreed to the provisions 
of the bill but that others Were oppos- 
ing it. 

The Field-Jones substitute makes 
the scale somewhat lower than the 
Musgrove bill. Various amendments 
offered sought to lower the scale and 
several sought to make it higher. There 
appeared to be a wide divergence of 
opinion in the house on the rates. 

Speaker Harris and Representative 
Musgrove said the bill would yield 
about $2,500,000 a year, which is al- 
located directly to the Highway De- 
partment for use on the secondary 
road system and which the Highway 
Department hopes to match with fed- 
eral funds. The establishment of the 
secondary road system awaits appro- 
val of this measure financing the 
program. 


Vote 105 to 22. 


Legislative action on the highway 
patrol measure was completed when 
the house voted, 105 to 22, to agree 
to the conference committee report 
which had been approved Wednesday 
by the senate. 

Governor Rivers said several weeks 
ago the measure was not sponsored by 
the administration, but that he was 
“friendly” toward it. It was intro- 
duced by Representative Sutton, of 
Wilkes county, the administration's 
floor leader in the house. 

The group of 80 to 120 members, 
serving three-year enlistment periods, 
would be headed by a director of pub- 
lic safety who would, in turn, be re- 
sponsible to a public safety board to 
be appointed by the Gorernor. 

The compromise measure carried as 
one of its chief provisions a clause 
making enforcement of traffic laws 
and those governing ownership and 
operation of automobiles the “pri- 
mary” duties of the patrol. 

The patrol would also have full 
police power over any crime commit- 
ted on the highways. And, on request 
of a mayor, sheriff or superior court 
judge, it would be their duty to ar- 
rest violators of the general criminal 
laws the same as any other officer. 


License Examination. 


The director of public safety, or 
sheriffs, police chiefs or other officers 
designated by the director, would con- 
duct examinations for drivers’ licenses 
in each county. 

Drivers would be required to stand 
examinations and purchase licenses by 
July 1, 1937. The cost would be $1 
for two years. 

The house debated only one of the 
38 amendments recommended by the 
conference committee for addition to 
its original bill—the requirement that 
all persons eligible for service on the 
patrol have a high school education or 
its equivalent. 

An unsuccessful fight to have the 
house disagree to the amendment was 
led yesterday by Larsen, of Laurens 
county.

“he only exceptions occur in rare 
instances when the “rescue” infer- 
ence is so clear that no possible mis- 
understanding can arise between part- 
ners, and then only when the respon- 
der can reasonably expect to win 
enough extra tricks at his rescue bid 
to justify increasing the contract. Al- 
most all reseue bids are made to take 
partner out of no-trump contracts. 
These are known as “sign-off” bids 
and can be recognized by the ‘follow- 
ing characteristics: - 

1. The responder takes out his part- 
ner’s opening one no-trump bid with 
two of any suit and, if opener then 
rebids two no-+trump, responds with 
three of the same suit. 

2. The responder, over an interven- 
ing pass, gives his partner a single 
raise and then, when opener rebid -in 
a new suit, returns to the original 
suit at the lowest possible level.

This hand occurred in a match-point 
duplicate game. 

West opened a low heart and de- 
clarer’s jack won the first trick. The 
ace and king of spades dropped the 
outstanding trumps, and declarer then 
led his singleton diamond and finessed 
dummy’s jack. East won, returned a 
club, and the defenders took three 
club tricks, defeating the contract. 

The declarer’s play was horrible be- 
yond words. If this had been a case 
of risking a certain game contract 
for the chance of extra tricks, in the 
hope of earning additional . match 
points, it might be more difficult to 
give a fair decision. In duplicate 
bridge it sometimes is wise to do that 
very thing, namely, risk a game for 
extra tricks that seem highly prob- 
able, @ut this hand does not even re- 
motely come within that category. 
Proper play on South’s part not only 
would have insured the contract but 
would have left the way open to those 
precious extra tricks. 

After holding the first trick with 
the heart jack, and dropping the spade 
queen in two leads, declarer should 
have seen that there were two ways 
to finesse against the diamond queen. 
One of them was quite safe, and the 
other criminally risky. A diamond to 
dummy’s king, the cashing of the dia- 
mond ace with a club discard, and the 
lead of dummy’s jack through East 
would have been 100 per cent safe, 
and at the same time reserved the 
possibility of extra tricks. 

If East covered the jack, South 
would ruff, then ruff a heart and 
chuck his second club on the diamond 
ten, making six odd. If the jack were 
not covered, South would have noth- 
ing to lose by discarding a club, and 
if this trick lost to West, who cer- 
tainly would \shift to clubs, five odd 
would result.

The college student was very much interested and ex- 
amined the ring with care, and then | had to give the history of a pendant 
which I wore, made in part from some ornaments found in some ancient 
ruins, 

Early this morning we were up and packed and my granddaughter, 
Chandler, ushered us in to say good-bye to baby Elliott. After breakfast 
the mayor of Shreveport, Sam Caldwell, came for us and we started on 
our drive from Fort Worth to Shreveport. 

It was a longer drive than I expected, but a beautiful day and very 
lovely country, flat at first, later rolling, with an increasing number of 
trees. We stopped for a cup of coffee and a sandwich at noon and be- 
fore long a small procession of people were coming up to shake hands. 
One old lady confided in me that she loved the President and followed

farm in Fulton in 1937 and who 
agrees to co-operate with the 1937 
conservation program is a member of 
the association and eligible to vote 
for committeemen who will administer 
the program.” 

To be eligible for election as a com- 
mitteeman, a farmer must derive his 
rincipal income from farming, must 
be a resident of the community not 
holding any publie or political party 
office and must ‘not solicit support for 
election, Brown declared.

Blair Nunamaker, tall, slim horse- 
shoe champion, walked up to the peg 
and threw four ringers in rather rapid 
succession. All four shoes stayed on. 

It’s one of the most difficult things 
to do in horseshoe pitching. That is, 
making all four shoes stay on the peg. 

Champion of the world for six of 
the last eight years, Nunamaker ex- 
plained that the secret of horseshoe 
pitching lies mainly in the swing and 
follow. through. 


“One must be a good judge of line 
and distance and throw an open shoe,” 
he said. 


Nunamaker is one of four men who 
has thrown 98 ringers in 100 at- 
tempts. His best consecutive record 
is 60 

ONE AFTER ANOTHER. 


The 30-year-old expert does not 
waste any time throwing the shoes. 
He steps up there and fires one after 
another. When he misses, it’s only 
by a hair-breadth. 


He stood out in the backyard of 
W. W. Blackman’s place of business 
on Capitol avenue yesterday after- 
noon and gave a sort of. private pre- 
view of his skill. 

He attached four matches to a peg 
with a rubber’. band; lighted the 
matches and then put them out with 
two throws. , 

The distance between pegs is 40 
feet. And if a baseball pitcher, stand- 
ing 60 feet from home plate, could 
command the consistent accuracy with 
a baseball that Nunamaker can with 
a two and one-half pound horseshoe, 
there wouldn’t be any chance for him 
to lose.

Tenancy Solution. 

“This program, in my opinion, is 
the best solution to the troublesome 
farm tenancy problem,” he explain- 
ed. “Just as Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wallace said recently, it now 
is almost impossible for many ten- 
ants to buy homes because they can- | 
not make enough money off cotton. 
and the other usual crops to get 
ahead. 

“This rehnaissance, through produc- 
tion of products necessary for the 
four-fold program outlined, eventually 
will require 25,000,000 acres of land. 


It will mean work, and cash money, | 
for tenants 12 months in the year, 
whereas there now are many months’ 
during which practically no income is 
available. 

“Tenants, therefore, will have the 
money to buy land, build homes—one 
of the greatest sociological things that 
could happen to the south. Wide- 
spread ownership of homes is a bet- 
ter stand-by to maintaining the in- 
tegrity of our republic than a stand- 
ing army.” 

Additional Possibilities. 

Dr. Fritsche also outjined addition- | 
al possibilities in the manufacture of | 
glycerine from rice, various oils and | 
other products from soy beans, and | 
use of southern products in the glass.

Rice economically is more valuable | 
for making glycerine—of which there | 
is an impending world shortage—and | 
other industrial products than as a 
food, he explained. | 

“One hundred pounds of rice, for) 
instance, will make 30 pounds of glyc-| 
erine, 8 pounds of industrial alcohol, 
and 7 pounds of caeisin (used in glue 
and similar products).” 

He predicted “within a generation 
soy beans will have a bigger commer- 
cial value than corn—of. which a 
minimum of 2,500,000,000 bushels is 
produced yearly.”

Possibilities of restrictions on the 
speculative boom in stocks and com- 
modities brought selling into the stock 
market today. 

It was not heavy—transactions ap- 

roximating 2,740,000 shares—but 
osses at the close ranged to more 
than three points. Metal and steel 
shares showed the widest losses but 
the utility division again was weak 
and the average went to a new low 
for the year. 

The main points the stock market 
had to consider were: 

1. Reports that the British govern- 
ment will restrict speculative activity 
in commodities in order to protect the 
armament program. 

2. Possibility that’ some methods 
may be taken by the United States 
government to restrict speculation. 

3. Consideration of new plans for 
curbing the “hot money” in securities. 

4. Automobile labor difficulties. 

The British government has warned 
London’s “City” that restrictive ac- 
tion will be taken if its armament 
program is. threatened and_ traders 
here anticipate that Washington will 
make some attempt to prevent United 
States markets from getting out of 
hand as they did in 1928-29. Many 
doubt that the government can stop 
the forward march, however. 

“I think the biggest bull market 
we have had is now in the making,” 
one important trader said. “My only 
worry is whether we will know when 
to duck when the eventual bad break 
comes.” ) 

Meanwhile spread of the automobile 
strike to Reo plants and continuation 
of difficulties in the Chrysler plants 
brought further discouragement to the 
motor situation. Traders sold motor 
stocks fairly heavily. 

Business reports generally were 
good and aided the bulls in their con- 
tention that the market was resting 
preparatory to new highs. Carload- 
ings last weekprobably were around 
the highest of the year. They may 
total 725,000 cars.

COVALISTS CHARGE DUCE 
OF “UNDECLARED WAR 
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IN SPANISH CONFLICT 


Red Leaders Say 30,000 Fas- 
cists Are Driving Toward 
Madrid With Rebels. 


MADRID, March 11.—(?)—High 
government authorities, charging U,- 
000 Italian soldiers were driving to- 
‘ward Madrid with the Insurgent army 
in Guadalajara, accused Italy tonight 
of waging an “undeclared war’ on 
Spain. 

Foreign Minister Julio Alvarez del 
Vayo, on behalf of civil officials, and 
General Jose Miaja, speaking for the 
government's military command, said 
the time had come to drop talk of a 
civil conflict in Spain and brand the 
war an international one. 

General Miaja, commander of all 
government troops in central Spain, 
returned rrom a tour of the war front 
and declared his troops were holding 
their line today, the fourth of intense 
fighting in the Guadalajara sector 
northeast of Madrid. 

Insurgent forces attacked repeatedly 
during the day in an effort to extend 
their advances of the first three days 
of battle. 

The government, digging in strongly, 
pitted the best units of its airforce 
against the Insurgent offensive, send- 
ing squadrons on bombing forays over 
opposing entrenchments and communi- 
cations while Madrid’s most seasoned 
infantry blocked the highway. 


REBELS 32 MILES 
FROM MADRID 

SORIA, Spain, March 11.—(4)— 
Squadrons of crack Insurgent horse- 
men roamed the cattle paths of Guad- 
alajara province today, cleaning out 
snipers in a territory of more than 
100 square miles occupied by General 
Francisco Franco’s forces in their 
sweep towards Madrid. 

The Insurgents’ sustained advance 
in four days of heavy warfare north- 
east of Madrid, officers said, had not 
only pierced the government defense 
but had hurled the whole line back 
along a broad front. 

The vanguard of the Insurgent 
forces was said to have driven with- 
-in sight of the city of Guadalajara, 
provincial capital, 32 miles northeast 
of Madrid.

FASCISTS ATTACK 
REPULSED BY REDS 

GUADALAJURA, Spain, March 11. 
(P)—Fighting fiercely in a hard, cold 
rain, government troops were reported 
tonight to have repulsed an Insurgent 
attack and smashed a tank advance 
with hand grenades. 

Officers declared 20 or 30 Insurgent 
tanks were destroyed by troops hurl- 
ing grenades in heavy fighting along 
the Zarogoza road. 

A steady downpour, chilling hun- 
dreds of the government troopers, pre- 
vented aerial assaults although six 
pursuit planes cruised low over the 
Guadalajara ‘sector as a precaution 
against a possible bombing attack by 
the enemy. 

The officer in command of govern- 
ment forces in the upper Guadalajara 
front said that upwards of 30.000 
Italians had been halted in a drive 
down the Zarogoza highway toward 
this city.

SAPETY-AT-SEA ACT 
AMENDED BY HOUSE 


Measure Now Gives Seamen 
Identification Card or 
Record of Service. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—(UP) | 
A compromise amendment designed to | 
eliminate controversy over the contin- | 


uous discharge book provision of the 
Copeland safety-at-sea act was passed 
by the house today in a surprise move. 

Early senate action is expected. 
The measure would give seamen the 
option of carrying either new identi- 
fication certificates or the discharge , 
books containing a continuous record | 
of their employment. 

Senator Royal S. Copeland, Demo- 
erat, New York, chairman of the sen- 
ate commerce committee and author 
of the original safety-at-sea legisla- 
tion, said his committee probably 
would act on the amendment next 
Wednesday. He said he would not op- 
pose the proposal if assured it would 
end contreversy among factions of 
maritime labor. 

Amendment Unopposed. 

No opposition developed when Rep- 
resentative Schuyler Otis Bland, Dem- 
ocrat, Virginia, chairman of the mer- 
chant marine committee, suddenly 
brought up the amendment’ under 
unanimous consent. He said oppos- 
ing seamen’s groups had agreed to the 
compromise. 

Meanwhile, the senate approved a 
resolution already passed by the house 
to extend until June 15 the deadline 
for filing returns on the “windfall” 
tax levied against companies which 
withheld. AAA processing taxes. 

Representative William P. Connery, 
Democrat, Massachusetts, urged the 
house rules committee to approve his 
resolution for investigation of an 
asserted radio broadcasting monopoly. 
Opponents of the inquiry will be heard 
next week, 

Connery charged that the three na- 
tional networks control 96 per cent 
of all radio time and “I wouldn’t 
be surprised if there is a_ tieup 
through interlocking directorates of 
the three systems.” He said he be- 
lieved the power companiés control 
the broadcasting industry. 

Urges Investigation. 
“I want to see an investigation of

against the radio chains came from 
“independents, education, labor and 
religion,’ asserting that “for instance, 
there is blue penciling when some- 
one tries to talk about collective bar- 
gaining.” 

Brigadier General Frank T. Hines, 
Veterans’ Bureau administrator, told 
the house veterans’ committee that 
congress should provide for continu- 
ing payments to needy parents and 
widows of World War veterans 
when their war risk insutance ex- 
pires.
